F. No. 1PC|4]5(236)|90—93 :—Attention is invited to the various lists and 
Appendices contained in the Import and Export Policy, 1990—1993 (Volume 
I), for import of Capital tjoods, raw materials, components, instruments, con¬ 
sumables, spares and other items. 

2. There shall be a Negative List of items comprising of Restricted, Banned 
and canalised items. Capital goods (Appendix 1, Part A), Raw materials and 
:omponents mentioned in tho Restricted List (Appendix 2. Part B), Restricted 
instruments (Appendix 8) and Sports goods and equipment (Appendix li) 
shall be in the Negative List, but imports will be permitted against licences. 
Items listed in the Canalised List (Appendix 5, Part B) shall also be in the 
Negative List and continue to remain canalised through designated agencies. 

3. Items appealing in die Restricted List 'Appendix 2, Pari A) of the 
unport and Export Policy shall also be in the Negative List and continue to 
be banned for the purpose of imports 

4. All items not included in the Negative List mentioned above will be freely 
importable. Accordingly Appendix 1, Part B, Appendix 3 Part A&B, Appendix 
5, Part A, Appendix 6 (Lists 1 to 11), Appendix 9 and Appendix 10 arc hereby 
deleted. Appendix 7 of the Import & Export Policy already stands deleted. Ap¬ 
pendix 4 which contains a list of capital goods manufacturer of which were en¬ 
titled to special import facility would also stand deleted. 

5. Foreign exchange for imports of till items which will henceforth be freely 
importable against n licence would have to be obtained from the Banking system 
at the market determined exchange rate. No foreign exchange at the official ex¬ 
change rate will be alloca'ed by the Government for such iinporis. However, in 
the case of life-saving drugs and equipment, foreign exchange will, on application, 
be provided by the Government through an import licence at the official exchange 
rate. 

6. Applications pending with tbc licensing authorities for grant of import 
licences will be disposed of in terms of the aforesaid provision.
